Kanperor Menelik of Abyssinia, descendant 


of Solomon, who sent the pair of lions to 
the White House which were subsequently 
turned over to the Washington Zoological 
Garden, has invited Theodore Roosevelt, for 
whom he has an ardent admiration, to be his guest while in Africa. 
Menelik is in some respects one of the most interesting rulers of 
the world, and though the friends of the President are saying it 
seems improbable he will be able to accept the invitation on account 
of the route and time schedule of his journey, there are nevertheless 
indications to one having a knowledge.of the country and its inter- 
esting problems, that these friends may be mistaken. 

One of the men with whom the President is said to have con- 
ferred frequently concerning the African-trip is J. 5. Leigh Hunt. 
The name, Leigh Hunt, suggests a volume of possibilities as to the 
real interests of Theodore Roosevelt’s jungle hunt. The American 
multi-millionaire Who made one fortune in Korea and is making 
another in the Soudan through the culture of cotton, 1s a compara- 
tively near neighbor to the Abyssinian emperor. It may be possible 
that both Menelik and Hunt will have something better to show Mr. 
Roosevelt in Africa than tigers or lions or other big game. 

When Leigh Hunt went to Egypt a few years ago it was not 
with any intention of becoming interested in England’s engineering 
feats for the irrigation of Itevpt and the Soudan. Milhions of 
pounds sterling were being spent for dams, canals, viaducts, locks and 
basins to husband and distribute the precious waters of the Nile. 
The great Assouan and other works of the Upper Nile region at once 
spelled to Hunt's imagination cotton culture. It was a little after 
the cotton panic, and [england was discouraged at the outlook for 
its weavine industries. Hunt went to England, secured enormous 
capital and a grant of 50,000 acres of land. He has since been busy 
building a great and ‘prosperous industry in the Soudan. 

May not the next development of Mr. Roosevelt's many sided 
venius be presented to the world. in the form of exact knowledge 
on the subject of irrigation engineering? There is a great Ameri- 
can desert to be reclaimed which may present as marvelous an oppor- 
tunity for the culture of cotton as did the Soudan.

“Contemporary Review.” So far from being a song of rejoicing 
that appreciation is rather in the nature of a defense. It is, in 
short, in the nature of a protest against the ever increasing sense of 
the inadequacy of Darwin's theory. “The general public,” he writes, 
“are bemg told that Darwinisny is played out’; * * * and “the 
public, ever ready to accept new things in science, believes these state- 
ments.” Such a criticism is really’ not very convincing. The gen- 
eral public has never had anything more than the haziest idea of

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what Darwin taught. 
theory of evolution, it accepted it mainly on the authority of the 
brilliant body of natural scientists who rallied to the support of Dar- 
win, notably of Huxley, whose capacity for putting a complicated 
theory ina Jucid way was unsurpassable. The general public gave a 
general assent to something at did not in the least understand, and if 
it is changing its Opmmion now, it is merely because a new natural sci- 
entific wind is pressing ona structure whose foundations were always 
laid in the sand. : 

The truth is that the weakness of the Darwinian theory, like that 
of every other theory of natural science, lies in the facet that it deals 
solely with physical phenomena and leaves causation severely alone. 
This very weakness proved to be the strength which reconciled the 
churches to it. lor unmediately the churches discovered that it was 
possible to accept evolution as God’s way of working out the scheme 
of creation they decided to bury the hatchet.

ONE OF THE remarkable things in looking at 
the Panama question is that the digging of 
the canal is not the one big problem, but that 
the lifting of common living through 
rational processes to higher levels is also of 
commensurate importance.

THE RUBBER TRADE of the Congo territory is 
fast developing*into as great a scandal as 
the old ivory trade. In spite of innumerable 
pronuses and reforms on paper without num- 
| ber, the old abuses go steadily on. The 
/ report of the Congo Reform Association, 
| which has recently been issued, and the 
| 
| 


various consular reports, are about as un- 
pleasant reading as any one could desire. It 
inakes it perfectly clear that the change from 
the old Congo administration to the Belgian government is one in 
name rather than in policy. The agents of the state are showing no 
more regard for the natives than the agents of the association before 
them. Their cry is like that with which Antonio came to Shylock, 
only instead of for money it is for rubber. The agents, the consular 
report declares, have neither the knowledge of what colonial adminis- 
tration means nor the desire to acquaint themselves with it. Their 
one idea is to see that the villages deliver their allotment of rubber 
as remorselessly as the Egyptian taskmasters compelled the Israelites 
to deliver their tale of bricks. In the district of the Upper Ituri the 
compensation has been fixed at twenty-five cents per kilogram in 
kind, but the eye-witnesses declare that the only goods ever dis- 
tributed are fezes, indeed, that there are no others in the warehouses. 


The one principle of Congo administration, from first to last, 
has been a remorseless exploitation of the wealth of the country, 
which ¢an only be described as blood-sucking. For years the efforts 
of the administrators have been devoted, through a system of slave 
labor exposed again and again, to enriching the shareholders in 
Belenim. The result has been, in the words of the report of the 
reform association, to make the country “the scene of unimaginable 
atrocities, enormous depopulation and appalling human misery.” 
The first act of the Belgian government has been to render things 
worse, rather than better. It has decided to enforce the claim of the 
Congo Irree State to the soil on the “absurd” pretext that it is 
“vacant, and has so brought about the charge that it is not merely 
doing nothing to improve matters, but 1s perpetuating the old abuses. 
Indeed, the consular reports declare plainly that the laws for the 
protection of the natives are being violated with its connivance.
